left at our office samples of copper 
ore 


taken from surface 
croppings 
on his 


ranch in Jackson 
valley opposite the 


Campo Seco copper mines. 
The sam- 


ples include several points along the 
ledge, and experts whohave examined 
the rock on the erround 
say tbe pros- 


pects are fully as good as were the sur- 
face indications at the thriving mining 
camp on the Calaveras side of the river. 
The outcroppings are from 20 to 30 feet 
wide in places, 
and only three miles 


intervene in a direct line from Campo 
Seco, the ledge being plainly traceable 
the entire distance.

inirons, ordered that the bracelets 
be 


taken fromthe female prisoner. 
This 


Sheriff Norman objected to. But the 
captain —who of course 
is 
supreme 


authority on his vessel— was firm, and 
the sheriff was compelled 
to take the 


handcuffs 
from Mrs. Hoxie. 
While 


thisIncident has caused 
some amuse- 


ment at the expense 
of the sheriff, it

Oh some of 
these contracts, 
particularly 
the last 


named, he went considerably behind, 
and became seriously involved financi- 
ally,being unable to meet 
the claims 


for wages and material. 
For some 


weeks 
he 
had 
been 
working 
to 


straighten 
out the tangle, 
and- it is 


thought, realizing the impossibility of 
doing so withwhat was coming to him, 
he concluded to get out of the trouble 
by leaving the county, for a while at 
least. Itis not believed that Ratto is 
dishonest; 
on the contrary it is gen- 


erally admitted that he would pay 
every dollarif he were able. 
Stillhis 


disappearance 
has given rise to com- 


plications. J The Odd Fellows building 
is stilluncompleted, 
so it is claimed, 


and claims for labor and material are 
still unpaid. 
John Chirm and John 


Strobm are sureties 
on the bond for 


the faithful performance 
of the con- 


tract, and have been waited on by the 
committee 
of Odd 
Fellows having 


charge of the building. 
On the other 


hand, 
they claim they have been re- 


leased from liability by changes in the 
contract. 
A lawsuit or two willper- 


haps be in order before tbe muddle Is 
adjusted.

was 
finally 


reached tohave him recommitted. 
In 


the course of the inquiry it was brought 
out that when about 26 years of age 
the patient was vaccinated. 
The in- 


occulatlon was followed witha serious 
outbreak of sores all over his body. 
The virus seemed to poison his system. 
Itwas fully three years 
before be re- 


covered; 
and the efficacy of the treat- 


ment 
at 
one of the mineral springs 


was triedbefore this result was attained,

was then a stout, strapping fellow, ap- 
parently in the enjoyment 
of perfect 


health. In court however, he appeared 
but the 
ghost 
of his 
former self- 


emaciated, 
and 
weak physically and 


mentally. Itwas brought 
out at tho 
hearing that he had been inthe Stock- 
ton asylum 
twice, and had escaped 


from that institution onboth occasions. 
He said after working around at the 
asylum for a month, 
finding that he 


was not paid forhis work, ho escaped, 
and got as far as Lodi, where 'he was 
captured and sent back. 
After a week 


or two he obtained his .liberty, prob- 
ably by escaping. 
As soon as he was 


brought to the county 
jail he started 


in to work, cleaning up around 
the 


place. 
Asked why he did so, he re- 


plied he had nothing 
else to do. He 


ate the fare furnished at the jail with 
avidity; it was good he said; but on 
the outside he refused it, as not up to 
his notions of wholesome grub. He has 
no relatives in the county. 
He was 


committed toStockton.
